20 22. An apparatus according to any one of claims 1 to 21 including at least 

one secondary reservoir, wherein the reservoir and the at least one 
secondary reservoir are connected such that the liquid can be 
interchanged between the reservoir and the at least one secondary 
reservoir. 

23. An apparatus according to claims 1 to 22 devoid of means for connecting 
to mains water and/or sewer. 

24. A cavity adapted to replace a cavity included in an apparatus according 
to any one of claims 1 to 23. 

25. A cavity adapted for use in retrofitting a hydrotherapy apparatus, the 
retrofitting being capable of producing an apparatus according to any one 
of claims 1 to 23. 
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26. A method for treating an extremity of a body, the method including the 
use of an apparatus according to any one of claims 1 to 23. 

27. A method according to claim 26 including placing a skin care substance 
or medicament into the cavity or directly onto the extremity. 

5 28. A method according to claim 26 or claim 27 wherein at least a portion of \ 

the extremity of the body is higher than the heart.
